EDITOR 


The events and incidents chronicled in this story have! 


ccurred during my years 


of censoring motion pictures, | 


any data that has been used can be verified, and any observa- 
tions recorded have been reached from wide experience. 


My experience goes back to the, 


days of the silent picture, and cov- 
s the seventeen year period of 
|kies. Im many ways I think my 
experience is the most complete of 
any living person. The censorship 
boards of the great metropolitan 
centres work in re 80 each in- 
dividual censor sees only a part 
of the pictures presented to the 
board. Some of the chief censors 
see only the most contentious pic- 
tures, but I have seen them all, 
and have had an exceptionally free 


hand in settling the fate of any 
pieture or scene 

During the period that 1 have 
heen chief censor I have viewed 


about thirty-five thousand pictures, 
that includes long and short, all 
guages, and in all languages. The 
average footage of these pictures 
is between three and four thousand 
feet. 1 have therefore had pass 
before me about one hundred and 
twenty-five million feet of film. To 
those of you who are fond of mathe- 
matics you will find that the film 
I have screened is just about long 
enough to encircle the globe at the 
equator. 
HAD FREE HAND 

Also I might add that during all 
that period I have never been fet- 
tered by any code but have been 
free to condemn a picture in whole 
or in part for any reason that I felt 


1 could justify or the public. Also 
I might add that I have worked 
under different governments and 


never once did I have any serious 
political interference. During all 
these years Mrs, E. McCuaig has 
been assistant censor. 

When I first took over the work 
of censor for the province of Al- 
berta, only, silent pictures were be- 
ing shown, The work was com- 
paratively easy, and free from much 
controversy, but in 1928 the talkies 
arrived, and for the next six years 
Canada passed through a reign of 
movie terror. 

Perhaps | can best express it in 
military terms. Hollywood for the 
first six years of the talkies blitz- 
krieged Alberta and in fact all 
Canada with a deluge of scenes | 
and words considered by many | 
more devastating than German | 
tanks and guns. Pious resolutions | 
were passed by Churches, wo- | 
mens’ orgenizations, chambers of 
commerce, and all other organ- 
izations that love to pass resolu- 
tions. 

The Censors were admonished to 
he more severe, to han everything 


that showed martial infidelity 
drunkenness, wickedness on the 
part of Children, in fact anything 
that showed the weakness and 
wickedness of the human heart 
These people seemed to forget 
that there musf be a villian 
in every good drama, and even, 
the parable of the Prodigal Son 


had a very bad boy who squandered 
part of the family heritage on har 
lots. I also argued that if only pic 
tures of the Sunday Schoo! stand-| 
ard were passed that many theatres 
would be forced into a blackout for 
want of interesting pictures to show 
the public 
THE ROUT WAS STAYED 

To keep to my military figures, 
finally Blucher arrived in the per

Much of 
this material that lay dormant 
came to life with the coming of 
sound, and was readily adapted 
and quickly produced to be used 
by the talking machines. 

It seemed as if there was a reser- | 
voir of sex themes just waiting for) 
sound These pictures might not 
seem so bad in the downtown dis- 
tricts of the great metropolitan cit- 
ies, but they surely brought dismay 
to small towns and rural communi- 
ties of Western Canada Later, 
high dignitaries of the Hays office 
made a pronouncement against the 
tendency to think only of the great 
centres instead of the family com- 
munities, Stock phrases such as 
“Motion Picture Producers have 
been thinking too much of Broad- 
way and too little of Main Street,”

As each Censor Board in Canada

MOTION PICTURE CONSCIOUS 


You had only to fpllow the daily 
press to see that the country had 
all at once become motion picture 
conscious. I was in demand as a 
speaker on pictures and censor 
ship at many of the service clubs 
and other groups who like to listen 
to a harangue. | made up and used 
many high sounding phrases with 


which to highlight my addresses 
These may seem stale now but 
twelve yezxrs ago people listened 
to them with rapt attention. Some | 
of them are still worth repeating 
“Since the coming of the daily 
press there has been no force so 
potent as the motion picture”; “No 


other force today makes such an 
impact on the minds of our chil 
dren “Children today know far 
more about Clark Gable, Paul 
Muni, Greta Garbo and Norma 
Shearer than they do about St. | 
Peter or St. Paul” | 
A quotation that I picked up 


somewhere always met a good re-| 
ception When the movies came 
we hailed them as potential edu- | 
cators of the first magnitude. But | 
fhe movie producers have thrown 
away their opportunities. They 
prostituted their powers 
aids to education 
they have become its great enemy.” | 
But in the main I defended pie- 
tures. I gave a hundred addresses 
to clubs and organizations in six 
years; | always argued that they | 
were potentially good, and we 
should keep up the fight to have | 
them regenerated. My closing re- | 
marks in several addresses were 
that “we must keep working for 
better pictures, ever realizing that 
God can give us the honey without 
the sting and the rose without the 


The opponents of motion pictures 
saw in them the creator of almost | 
every evil Perhaps in no case 


| were pictures so frequently blamed 


as their relation in the creation of 
the gangster menace. Remember- | 
ing something that I learned in 
college about the law of cause and | 
effect 1 tried sometimes vainly to} 
explain that in that law the cause 
must always precede the effect. 
Since gangsters were at work and | 
well advertised before gangster 
pictures were made, you could 
hardly blame gangster pictures for, 
creating the gangster curse. 
Following up my argument | 
always pointed out that moving 
picture people were tremendous 
opportunists whe take advantage 
of anything about which the pub-! 
lic is thinking. They simply grab 
whatever is here and exploit it for 
their own use, of course using the 
publicity already prepared by the 
daily press 

I frequently pointed out that the 
pictures did not make “Scarface” 
but Searface created the picture 
of that mame. Any unbiased per- 
son familiar wilh motion pictures | 
must agree wilh that all along the.

The system used by most censors 
is to have a push button installed 
in a handy position in the screening’ 
room, When any scene arrives on 
the screen that does not look very 


wholesome the censor pushes his 
button, this in turn rings a bell in 
the projection room and the pro 


jectionist slips a piece of paper in 
the winding reel at the place where 
the objectionable part would be in 
the reel. When the running of the 
picture has been completed, the 
censor then decides whether or not 
he wants to eliminate the section in 
question, and, if he does, he and the

away the deletion in a box under 


the name of the maker of the pic- 
ture 


THE TWO WORST 

The two pictures with the largest 
deletions were Ann Vickers and 
an early picture of Jeanette Me 
Donald and Maurice Chevalier. In 
both of these pictures almost a 
thousand feet were taken out, In 
both cases a small reel had to be 
secured to bring the theatre pro- 
gram up to the proper length, Yet 
in neither case did the public sus 
pect that these deletions had been 
made 

The English produced a picture 
called the “Rome Express This 
picture was passed without a single 
foot being eliminated, yet 1 re 
ceived one of the bitterest attacks 
upon me from an unscrupulous 
politician. He claimed I had de 
stroyed the entertainment value of 
the picture, and that I should be 
eliminated 

Being minus any code to quide 
me, | was driven to the position 
of simply using what common 
sense | had. Or as | stated on 
one occasion, “the censor has to 
gauge public opinion and elimin 
ate accordingly.” Always trying 
to be fair and tolerant and give 
both picture people and the pub- 
lic a run for their money,

smelled of temperance, 1 soon lost 
my reputation as a

quet permits and IT know not what 
else besides to its citizens. My stock 
reply to this kind of criticism al- 
ways was “You want me to do a lot 
more vor the people of Alberta than 


they would do for themselves” 
However we did soon learn that 
Westerns and_ historical pictures 


with drinking scenes were hardly 
ever criticised, but that it was wise 
to cul all scenes in which young 
people were imbibing, or where wo- 
men through liquor were becoming 
too convivial, 


ORUG SCENES TABOO 

Pictures dealing with the 
Wwaffic always had a rough time 
when brought to Alberta. While 
there might be some justification 
for showing drinking scenes, I! 
mever felt that there was excuse 
for mentioning drugs even under 
the words dope or snow If the 
words or scenes in these pictures 
could not be easily eliminated | al- 
ways turned down the picture 
About 1940 a picture was brought 
into Alberta entitled ‘Tell the Chil- 
dren.” The introduction to the pie- 
claimed that it was of great 
educational value. It warned every 
one against the ravages of a drug 
called marijuana The picture 
showed with great cleverness how 
the drug could be used and the 
effects it produced, After checking 
up with the police and health au- 
thorities, and finding that there was 
no case on record in Alberta of any 
knowledge or use of the drug | 
turned down the picture, “Where 
ignorance is bliss ‘twere folly to be 
wise” seemed a wise maxim in this 
Case 

To decide where to draw the line 
on rough and vulgar expressions 
always constitules a serious prob- 
lem for censors.
